The potato erop in this section of
the country has proved tobe n fail-
ure, at loust those dug before the
ruin.  The most of the farmers dug
all of their early potatoes and some
of their late ones before the rin nnd
the greater portion of them are rot-
ting. Potatoes, In order to make
them keep well, should have a good
rminon them just before they arn
taken out of the ground. It pre-
serves, in one sense of the wond, and
they hardly ever fail to keep, There
are a greal many potatoes that are
effected on the stem end! whether
or ot it is cansed by having such
long dry spell is hard to tell, but the
generdl opinion is that it ls,  Oregon
has never failed in her potito orop,
Californin looks to Oregon for agond
portion of her seed and if the pots-
toes In this state fail Californin will
have to look in some other dircetion
for a good portion of their seed,
